PRODUCED WILL 


London, Nov. 12—The British isles 


and channels are being swept by a 
fierce storm, with a deluge of rain. 
There have, been serious floods in 
Yorkshire. Several of the suburbs of 
Dublin are floo'ded, and elsewhere in 
Ireland great damage has been done 
by floods. Several ratal accidents have 
occurred, and railway communication 
is delayed. In some parts of the coun- 
try the rain, has continued for 36 
hours. In the Manchester district, al- 
though there has been considerable 
damage, the floods have been rather 
welcome than otherwise, as the mills 
had long suffered from the "unusual 
drouth. Reports continually arrive of 
shipping casualties, especially on the 
Northumberland 
coast, where the 


storm is extremely violent. 


Three vesels were driven ashore at 


the entrance to the Tyne. Four small 
vessels have ben wrecked in the vicin- 
ity of Sunderland, and another has 
been wrecked off Hartlepool. Alto- 
gether nine persons were drowned in 
these disasters. The lighthouse on 
the Sunderland pier has been washed 
away. The gale in-the Irish channel 
is the severest known for many years. 
Five vessels have been - wrecked in 
Kingstown harbor, which is strewn 
with wreckage. The mail boat Nord, 
which started from Dover for Calais, 
ran down the lightship of the works 
of the New Dover pier. The crew of 
the lightship was drowned. 


It is reported in Dover that 16 per- 


sons went down with ..the. lightship. 
The Nord has gone ashore at the Fore- 
land, but her passengers are'said to 
be, safe.

Reed was instantly killed by a falling 
wall this morning. About 8 o'clock 
last night fire was discovered at 
the Clarksburg "Woolen Mills and in 
a few hours the entire plant was de- 
stroyed. Loss about $40,000. No insur- 
ance. Adjoining buildings contained 
$50,000 worth of finished goods which 
were saved. Reed, who was the man- 
ager of the mills, was investigating 
the natural pipes after the fire when, 
witout warning, the front wall fell, 
crushing his life out. A young man 
named Jeffers was also seriously in- 
jured.

Newell C Rathbun. vho 
confessed that he planned to defraud 
an in&uiance company out of ?4.uOO by 
pretending that a corpse shipped to 
Little Rock. Ark., was his own dead 
body, has admitted, affording to the 
authorities, that the man who accom- 
panied him to the hotel in Jrfferson- 
ville, Ind., and was found dead next i 
day, 
was Charles Goodman, who is 


said to have come from Evansv^lle

Chief Applegate and Chief of Detect-; 
ires Sullnan pumped Rathbun, who , 
listened as one by one the circ-um 
stances -wair-h the police legard as i 
proofs of his guilt, were laid before ( 
him by Chief Sullivan. According to, 
the officers Raihbun suddenly sprang 
up. and, walking ha?til> to a window, 
looked out for a few miuiitPS. Then, 
turning like an animal at bay, he 
faced the crowd of men in the room 
and asked, in a shaking voice: "What1 


is thfi punishment for offenses of this i 
kind in Indiana'' Does the death pen- j 
alty exist there?" "Never mind about | 
the penalty, Rathbun,' said Captain 
Sullivan. "What we are interested in i 
is the name of th« dead man." 


For a. moment Rathbun looked at' 


the group of faces before him, and 
then he feaid: "You are on the right' 
track 
Goodman is the name of the 


dead man. I met him in front of the ' 
Salvation Armv and determined to' 
keep him drunk for several days and j 
then fix him " Here he stopped and j 
then said: "if I should make a confes-J 
sion it would be printed in the papers, J 
and would turn people against me." | 


Further efforts to secure a complete j 


confession were unavailing, and Rath- 
bun was taken back to jail 
Just be- j 


fore this, however, he made the fol- j 
lowing statement to Chief of Detect- 
ives Sullivan: 


"i Admit Everything 


except that 1 killed Goodman I meant 
to kill him. and kept him drunk for | 
the purpose, but he died of alcoholism { 
and I was not forced to make way i 
with him. My story about an accom- j 
plice named Blanchard was fictitious. 
I ac*pd alone and without a confed- 
erate." 


It is paid that Goodman, who was or 


a roving nature,, came to this city on 


Oct 29" and took up quarters at the 
Salvation Army. He repeatedly told 
the cleik. J. C. Pclton. that he did not 
have any money and did not know 
hovr he would get out of the city. Mr. 
Pelton savs that about noon last "Wed- 
nesday Goodman entered the hotel 
and remarked that he had "just met 
an easy mark," who had given him a 
quarter. ' 1 have got an engagement 
with him at 7 o'clock tonight and lie 
is going to show me how to make 
some money,' continued Goodman. 
Shortly before 7 o'clock Pelton says 
IIP saw Goodman meet a man answer- 
ing Rathbun's description in front of 
the hotel. Detective Donahue follo.w- 
ed the clew and found that the two 
men who answer the descriptions ot 
Rtahbun apd Goodman appeared in 
the Falls City hotel in Jeffersonville 
about 8 o'clock. Rathbun registered 
for both and they were assigned to 
different rooms According to Pelton's 
story Goodman returned to the Salva- 
tion Army hotel shortly after 9 o'clock 
with a new coat and vest on, and also 
a collar and tie. Pelton says he joked- 
him aboui the change in his appear- 
ance, and Goodman said he had got 
the clothes from the "easy mark"' he 
had met in the morning. Goodman 
told Pelton to check him off. as he 
was going to spend the night in In- 
diana with his friend. Goodman went 
out in a short time and has not been 
seen at the hotel since. 


Rathbun's Wife. 


Little Rock, Nov. 13.—Rathbun's 


wife is prostrated, and it is said by 
her physicians that her condition is 
precarious, and all admittance to 
newspaper men is prohibited. Rath- 
bun was born in Oswego, N. Y.. 28 
years ago. His description answers 
the description of the corpse here ex- 
cept that, without the shoes, the body 
measures only 5 feet 7% inches, while 
it is claimed Rathbun measures 5 feet. 
8% inches. The face is clean shaven 
and has the appearance of a man 
about 24 years old.

After the Steel Trust. 


Minneapolis, Nov. 13.—Minnesota 


and the steel trust v/ill lock horns in 
the supreme court of the United 
States before another year has passed. 
The 'contest will decide whether the 
independent owner of ore deposits is 
to have an even chance with the trust 
of marketing his product at the smel- 
ter, or whether he must submit to any 
rate the railroads choose to name, and 
in the end be compelled to sell iis 
property to the combine at a sacrifice. 
The trust.owning railroads, docks and 
lake carriers, can, in the present ab- 
sence of state regulation, name a pro- 
hibitive rate for handling ore. The 
railroad and warehouse commission 
issued a formal order directing the 
railroads to file, on or before Dec. 3, 
a rate on shipments from the mines 
tosthe docks at Duluth and Two Har- 
bors. The railroads will contest this 
order in the courts. 


Trade Relations With Canada. 


Washington, Nov. 13.—An Important 


interview with President Roosevelt is 
being held aj White House by repre- 
sentatives of the Boston chamber of 
commerce and business men from 
various sections Of the country in be- 
half of more intimate trade relations 
with Canada. The movement for re- 
ciprocal relations with Canada, begun 
by the chamber of commerce, has re- 
sulted in definite plans whereby the 
representatives shall give the execu- 
tive -their views on the merits of the 
question. Secretary Long arranged 
the interview, and It is understood 
that the'question is thus to be consid- 
ered before President Roosevelt writes 
his message to congress.

Stale ana Xew Bread. 


New bread is well known to be less 


digestible than stale bread, although it 
need not be so. There can be no ques- 
tion, however, of the vastly superior 
fla^r 
of the former, anil hence the 


preference of many people for hot rolls 
for breakfast, says the Baltimore Dai- 
l\ News. So far the palate would ap- 
pear not to be a safe guide to diges- 
tion. Hot rolls, however, when masti- 
cated properly, should not offer any 
difficulty to the digestive organs. A 
slice of stale bread, on being broken 
with the teeth, resolves into more or 
less Inrd, gritty particles, which, un- 
less they were softened by the saliva, 
would be almost impossible to sw'al- 
low. The panicles ^ouiil suii.ile Hit; 
throat aud the gullet 
The fact is, 


therefore, that man is compelled tho?- 
oughly to nia&ticate and to impregnate 
stale bread with saliva before he swal- 
lows it. Tins act, of course, partially 
digests the bread and thus makes it 
in a fit state for digestion and absoiip- 
tion farther on in the alimentary trar-t. 
This is why stale bread appears to be 
more digestible than new bread. 


!Ne\v bread, on the contrary, is soft, 


doughy or plastic, and there appears 
to be uo necessity to soften it with sa- 
liva; hence it ^scapes the piehminary 
digesthe action of the ptyaliu of the 
saliva.- Xew biead, in other words, is 
in reality ' bolted," and "bolting" ac- 
counts for many of the ills arising 
from dyspepsia Accordingly hot rolls 
should be enjoyed for bieakfast with- 
out any fear of dyspepsia so long as 
the bicad is good and so long as pains 
are taken to masticale it thoroughly. 


notary Clothesline Hanger. 


Our illustration shows a new foim of 


pulley for use with endless clotheslines, 
the invention of Fred AVright of Cold- 
water, Mich. "With the ordiuaiy pulley 
it is only possible to use half the Ime, 
and in taking m the clothes no tJisciini- 
ination can be made in favor of those 
garments which diy more rapidly than 
others, but each must be removed in its 
tuin. With the new pulley any nuinbei 
of garments may be passed over and 
only the dner ones selected, and that,

Another feature is that the 
line tightener, which is also shown m 
the picture, consists of a pivoted tongue 
meshing in notches in the side of the 
swinging arm which supports the pul- 
ley. 


Old Sllrer. 


Teapots and coffeepots do not go 


back very far, since tea and coffee weie 
not introduced into Europe until the 
seventeenth century, and no silver tea- 
pot or kettle is known of earlier date 
than 1709 
Festoons and medallions 


aie characteristic oinaments of teapots 
of the time of the early Georges. Not 
until the middle- of the eighteenth cen- 
ury, however, do we find silver urns, 
tea strainers and tea caddies. Cieam 
jugs followed the fashions of the larger 
pieces. 


The first English sauceboat in silver 


belongs to the year 1727. Silver can- 
dlesticks aie older, being found fiist, 
with square bases and fluted columns, 
in the leign of Charles II. Medallions, 
festoons and drapery characterize later 
candlesticks, and the Corinthian col- 
umn pattern, so great a favorite, was 
first introduced about 1765. Cake bas- 
kets of the beautiful cut silver in which 
Paul Lamerie so excelled as a maker 
belong also to the middle of the eight- 
eenth century. Many trays and salvers 
were made in this cut silver, which 
now, 
by the way, is again in fashion,

THE CONVERSION 


OF PHILANDER 


His was one of the most unique and 


interesting recitals since the days when 
Saul of Tarsus was suddenly converted 
and savors of the miraculous as will, 
but to get the full meat of it one mu?t 
hear it from the lips of the chief actor, 
touched by the strong flavor of humor 
he imparts to it. It is quite a different 
heroic from the "experience"' he gives 
in prayer meeting, quite as .truthful, 
but garnished with frills of expression 
that are easily forgiven to an old sol- 
dier, Philander being a veteran of the 
civil war. 


His whole name—it comes of good 


stock and is an honorable one—is Phi- 
lander Kile Tucker, and he was a mem- 
ber of the Twenty-eighth Wisconsin 
volunteers, Company C, with the rank 
of first sergeant.. And one ef the little 
ironies o£ fate is expressed in the fact 
that he fought hard and bravely and 
went through the war without a scratch 
to find himself many rears later badly 
worsted by an agent of peace. Sergeant 
Tucker believes absolutely that it was a 
divine plan carefully laid and carried 
out to bring him into the fold. 


"I fought men part of my life, but 1 


fought the Lord all my life. You sec, if 
I wasn't for him I must be against liim. 
Why, 
I was a terror in those days. I 


used to swear like a trooper before I 
was converted. By gum, sometimes the 
air was blue with sulphur—wasn't It, 
wife ?" 
""Yes," admitted Mrs. Tucker with a 


smile. H<:r face, with its corona of 
white ha{r and pink color, looked as 
sweet and serene as a Madonna's as 
she sat opposite her soldier laddie and 
heard hia oft told tale with the sume 
amount of interest as if it were r.cw. 
You dida't mean any harm, father, 
and you were honest, but you had a 
great gift of swearing. I noticetl it 
more after you came home from the 
war." 


"I always swore, ever since I could 


speak, but you got kind of used ti; it. 
Cuss words just seemed to come kind 
of natural. When I got mad, I swore. 
That was before I was converted. What 
year was that? It seems—particular—- 
that I can't remember." 


"It was nlong in 1S07," his wife Bald. 
"Sure. You're right, as you always 


are. It Apas in September, at 4 o'clock 
in the aft&rnoon. I was helping a neigh- 
bor harvest, and' was driving a strain 
traction harvester, and that was the 
time the Lord got ready to tackle me. 


"I was backing up to hitch on to the 


separator before moving to the next lot, 
and just at that moment the folks cjimc 
out and n&ked me to come in to supper. 
I wasn't hungry and would rather b.ave 
worked than eat, but farmers are Kind 
of huffy If you slight their vittles and 
expect bauds to eat early and often. 


"So I trent in'to supper, and when 1 


come out-I found that engine blowing 
off at 113 pounds of steam. Whew! It 
was hotter than—no, mother, I won't 
swear—tlian particular, and I svrore 
then a blue streak.. And I don't doabt 
the Lord heard me. I certainly swore 
loud enough. 


"Then I took hold of the reverse lercr 


to back my engine up to take on {he 
separator, and the pressure of steam 
was so gk-eat.on the valve the lever 
pulled like a runaway horse. I gave *t 
a quick, hard jerk, and that lever drop- 
ped from my hand to the bottom of the 
quadrant and that left the ports vide 
open, and the engine lit out like "Wild- 
fire and run back into the separator, 
and when they came together I was 
between tke two. I was squeezed like a 
lemon between the two machines, and 
the engiua run thirty feet with me be- 
fore it jounced away from the separa- 
tor. I wafl saying to myself, 'Old boy, 
if you're going to get out of this it's 
time you were doing something your- 
self,' and with that I gave a shout, and 
the men came running Up and I was 
taken out in sections—at least it seemed 
that way then. 


"I said: 'Boys, catch me. I am going 


to faint This is the Lord's doing, but if 
he thinks I'm going to accept his love 
in this fashion he'll find he's mistaken. 
If I'm to go over the road, I'll go just 
as I am.' And then I didn't know 
another thing for two weeks. And 1 
wasn't converted then, by gum! 


"But when they had used a barn 


door to splinter me together and I was 
beginning to suffer the pain of healing 
wounds I began to wonder why the 
Lord hadn't finished the job and 
squeezed me out altogether, and a kind 
of feeling came over me that I might as 
well give up; if he cared enough about 
my soul as to try to save it I might as 
well help along instead of kicking 
against him, as I had done all my life. 
And then I up and asked pardon for all 
my meanness and promised to use no 
more cuss words, and if one does slip 
out now and then—I'd kept them on 
tap so long—he isn't going to be bard 
on me after putting me through what 
Jie did to get me. Glory halleluiah!''

RATIFIED 


WAS CONSTITUTION BY .VOTERS 


OF ALABAMA. 


A Missouri Woman is Saved From Gal- 


lows—Passing of Sabre and the 


Lance. 


Birmingham; AlaT, Nov. 13.—Partial 


returns from every county in Alabama 
indicate that the new constitutional 
amendment has been ratified by near- 
ly 30,000 votes. The black belt coun- 
ties, where the largest majorities for 
ratification are expected, have been 
slow to send in returns, and when the 
official count is made the majority 
may go as high as 32,000. All of the 
white counties have practically com- 
pleted the count, and they voted for 
the new constitution by a small ma- 
jority. General C. M. Shelley, leader 
of the opposition, claims that the 
state will give a majority of at least 
20,000 against ratification. 
He bases 


that estimate on returns from north 
Alabama, which show increased ma- 
jorities against the new constitution. 


Woman Saved From Gallows. 


Jefferson City, Mo., Nov. 13.—Alice 


Nesenbauer, tried in 1900 for murder- 
ing her husband, was saved from the 
gallows by a decision of the supreme 
court, which held that there was no 
ground for conviction. She had been 
convicted and sentenced to death for 
poisoning her husband, a Burlington 
roundhouse employe, at Hannibal, in 
Julv. 1900. Two of Mrs. Kesenbauer's 
children had also died suddenly and 
the facts that all had been insured, 
that Mrs. Nesenbauer objected to a 
post-mortem 
examination 
and the 


finding of a powder in the vault, were 
strong factors 
in her 
conviction. 


Through her trial and imprisonment 
the prisoner had her baby constantly 
with her. 


Advocate Puzzle Picture. 


Passing of Sabre and Lance. 


London, Nov. 13. — Owing to Lord 


Roberts' conviction that the sabre and 
lance have seen their best days and 
must be replaced, even for cavalry, by 
rifles, while the bulk of the infantry 
must be henceforth mounted, the 
small arms committee was instructed 
some months ago to fin"d a modified 
form of the Lee-Enfield suitable for 
all arms. As a result the committee 
has decided in favor of shortening the 
barrel five inches and increasing the 
twist of the rifle in order to compen- 
sate for the loss of range and accu- 
racy, ad-ding a 10-cartridgs clip action. 
An experimental issue of 1,000 will be 
made soon.

Memphis, Nov. 13.—Cerro Gordo 


Hooks, a well known business man, 
died several weeks -ago, and,.there, 
were rumors afloat that his death oc- 
curred from other than natural causes. 
Two weeks after interment of tho 
body the grand jury ordered the 
corpse exhumed, and Dr. William 
Krauss, a well known physician and 
chemist, was ordered to perform an 
autopsy. The stomach and other or- 
gans were taken from the body, and 
after an investigation of several days 
Dr. Krauss reported to the grand jury 
that enough ground glass and arsenic 
were found in the organs to cause 
death.
